CALLED AT KANSAS CITY 


Action’ Decided on to _ Protest 
Against Killing of Business 
Agent for Truck Drivers.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,. Oct. 11.— 
nounced a one-day walkout of or- 
ganized labor for next Monday in 
protest against the killing of Wiil- 
liam N. Polley, 45 years old, busi- 
ness agent for a truck drivers’ un- 
ion, who was murdered today. 

The announcement was made at 
Police Headquarters by a commit- 
tee of nine representing the Central 
Labor Union. They said 46,000 
workmen in Greater Kansas City 
would be ordered to take a one-day 
holiday between midnight Sunday 
and midnight Monday with print- 
ing and transportation industries 
exempt. 

Polley was killed by pistol fire 
from a motor car that pulled along- 
side his automobile as he waited at 
an intersection. 

Polley lived in Kansas City, Kan., 
and was known as business agent 
for the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable- 
men and Helpers. 

Emmet Eslinger, Polley’s assist- 
ant, said Polley had left a meeting 
where unionization of motor trans- 
port companies here had been dis- 
cussed only a few hours before.

WITH PRESIDENT ROOSE- 
VELT AT COCOS ISLAND, Oct. 
11.—President . Roosevelt, deeply 
tanned frem his brief vacation, took 
another fishing trip on the Pacific 
today before pointing the Crusier 
Houston toward Panama Bay. 

He talked yesterday with Brit- 
ish treasure hunters who are fol- 
lowing clews to buried pirate gold 
on this island, and he invited them 
to a beach luncheon. 

The British have strung a tele- 
phone line across the step cliffs 
connecting the opposite shores of 
this hitherto uninhabited island. 
Their leader said no treasure had 
been found during a four-month 
search, but the hunt is to be con- 
tinued.

Royalists Await Word from 
George II, Who Is Re- 
ported Delaying Until 
After Plebiscite.

TEMPORARY CHARGE 


Overthrow of Republic, Ac- 
complished Peacefully, Is 
Celebrated by Monarch- 


ists.

ATHENS, Oct. 11.—Gen. George 
Kondylis, former Minister of War, 
was at the head of a Royalist Gov- 
ernment today, having turned out 
the Republican administration of 
Premier Tsaldaris. Kondylis, sup- 
ported by the army, was Regent 
temporarily, he said, until the ex- 
iled King George II returns to the 
throne. George is in England. 

From Paris came word that King 
George was refusing to return 
because of the circumstances of the 
move for restoration, saying 
Greece could have a King in the 
person of Prince Nicholas, George's 
uncle and father of the former 
Princess Marina, now the Duchess 
of Kent. 

In Saragoza, Spain, Prince Eu- 
gene Lascaris, a pretender to the 
Greek throne, declared his follow- 
ers would “convert Greece into a 
river of blood’. unless he was placed 
on the throne. 

The question asked everywhere 
was, “What are the Republicans 
going to do?” 

Premier Tsaldaris made it plain 
that “we did not resign. We were 
turned out.” 

Assembly Terminates Republic. 

The National Assembly voted 
yesterday to terminate the Repub- 
flic and recall the King. It de- 
hcide® however, to go ahead with 
the plebiscite Nov. 3 in which the 
people will vote on restoration of 
the monarchy. 

One unconfirmed report said the 
King would not return from Lon- 
don until after the plebiscite. 

Adherents of the monarch in 
Athens and the rest of the ws vuntry 
demonstrated vociferously last 
night with cries of “Long live King 
George.” 

Military forces in 
throughout the country welcomed 
the news of the restoration jubi- 
lantly. 

With the National Assembly ad- 
journed until after the plebiscite, 
Gen. Kondylis settled down to work, 
declaring Tsaldaris’ domestic and 
foreign policies would not be 
changed. 

It was one of the most peaceful 
governmental upsets in the history 
of Greece. The country passed into 
complete control of the armed 
forces at noon without so much as 
a bugle being blown. 

Greeks took their usual siesta in 
the autumn heat, noting merely that 
more soldiers were on the streets 
than usual. Most of them were 
surprised when the newspapers 
rushed out with huge pictures cap- 
tioned “His Majesty.” 

Later, an official communique 
saidthe Tsaldaris Republican gov- 
ernment was overthrown because 
the military forces considered - it 
was not working with — sufficient 
energy to organize the restoration 
plebiscite. 

Gen. Kondylis’ Career. 

Gen. Kondylis, once an ardent 
Republican pledging allegiance to 
Eleutherios Venizelos, now exiled, 
deserted that leader to join forces 
with Tsaldaris, but two months 
ago swung around to a. monarchy 
with King George at its head as 
the only method of government for 
Greece. 

He put down the March revolt 
attributed to Venizelos, but he had 
won a reputation long before that 
by fighting the Turks in 1897 and 
by overthrowing the dictatorship of 
Gen. Pangalos in 1926. 

Gen. Kondylis said his Govern- 
ment would ignore the presidency. 
It was reported yesterday that 
President Alexander Zaimis was 
preparing his resignation in readi- 
ness to step down at the opportune 
time. 

The new Government voted today 
to restore citizenship to all Greek 
Princes disfranchised when King 
George left the throne and the re- 
public was established 11 years ago.

MAN WHO KILLED. 
HIS STEPCHILDREN 
HANGS HIMSELF 


Ferrin Rowland, 36, Makes 
Rope of Mattress Cover, 


Commits Suicide in Jai 
at Pontiac, Mich. 


By the Associated Press. 

PONTIAC, Mich., Oct. 11.—Ferrin 
Rowland, 36-year-old farmer-woods- 
man of Harrison, Mich, who 
drowned his two stepdaughters, 2 
and 6 years old, because he “just 


himgelf with a rope made of mat- 
tress ticking in the Oakland County 
jail today. Deputy Sheriff Louis 
Burt found the body. 

Left unguarded for a few min- 
utes after he had been  photo- 
graphed and fingerprinted, Row- 
land ripped strips of ticking from 
his mattress and formed a_ rope. 
He tied the improvised rope to an 
upper bar of the cell, and jumped 
from a cot to his death. His neck 
was broken by the fall. 

Rowland had been alone only 20 
minutes when Burt, returning to 
take the prisoner into court for ar- 
raignment on a murder charge, 
found him dead. 

Writes Two Notes. 

Rowland wrote two notes, direct- 
ing how his property should be di- 
vided. One was addressed to Elmer 
Rowland, his brother, who lives in 
Grand Blanc, Mich., and the other 
apparently was intended for his 
wife, Elizabeth, the mother of the 
two children, Katherine Woodin, 6, 
and her two-year-old’ sister, Vir- 
ginia. 

Rowland, who said in one of the 
two signed confessions he made 
that he had been “bothered a little” 
| by thoughts of his deed, apparently 
had contemplated suicide during 
the week that he was sought. 

When officers, who had traced 
him through a letter to Elmer Row- 
land, entered his hotel room in St. 
Louis, Wednesday, he attempted to 
draw a pistol that was under his 
pillow. Later, he said he’had tak- 
en the pistol along to kill himself. 

Oakland and Clare County au- 
thorities were undecided whether to 
file charges against the children’s 
mother, held in the Clare County 
jail at Harrison. Rowland said ina 
signed statement yesterday that she 
knew the children were dead, and 
had wished to accompany him in 
his flight to St. Louis.

The Powers also decided to ap-< 
point a special committee to ex- 
amine the prospects for a financial 
boycott against Italy. This body will 
inquire into the possible placing of 
an embargo on all loans and credits 
made by foreign nations to Italy. 
The financial subcommittee come- 
prises France, Great’ Britain, 
Greece, the Netherlands, South 
Africa, Rumania, and Poland. 

The subcommittee made its sug- 
gestions shortly after Baron Pome- 
peo Aloisi and six other members 
of the Italian delegation had left 
Geneva for Rome.

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TESTIFIES ZENGE TOLD 
UF ATTACKING BAUER 


Taxicab Driver Witness. for 
State at Murder. Trial 
in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Oct. 11. — William 


Leinnert, taxicab driver, testified to

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HULL ON PROFITS 


FROM TRADE WITH 


WARRING NATIONS 


**Risky and Temporary’— 
Ending of Conflict ‘“By 
Far Most Profitable Ob-| 
jective to Visualize.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. — The 
sooner the war is over the better | 
it will be for business, Secretary of | 
State Hull said in a statement last | 
night on the United States neutral- 
ity policy. 

Acting under authority of a reso- 
bation adopted by the last Congress 
President Roosevelt has placed an 
embargo on arms shipments to bel- 
ligerents, has warned Americans | 
against traveling on Italian ships, 
and has declared that any transac- 
tions Americans conducted with 
the belligerents would be at their 
own risk. 

In response to questions, Hull 
gaid that the President’s warnings 
were “based upon the policy and 
purpose of keeping this country 
out of war.” He added, “they cer- 
tainly were not intended to encour- 
age transactions with the belliger- 

' ents.” 

Some Exporters Unwilling. 

Since some exporters have object- 
ed to curtailing profitable com- 
merce with Italy, Hull was asked 
to elaborate on the administra- 
tion’s attitude toward trade with 
the nations at war. He issued the 
following statement: 

“As I said to you gentlemen 
(newspaper correspondents) hereto- 
fore, the language of the Presi- 
dent’s statement has. thoroughly 
well-defined meaning and every 
person should be able to grasp its 
meaning and its implications. 

“Technically, of course, there is 
no legal prohibition—apart from 
the proclamation governing the ex- 
port of arms—against our people 
entering into transactions with the 
belligerents or either of them. 

“The warning given by the Pres- 
fdent in his proclamation concern- 
ing travel on belligerent ships and 
his general warning that during 
the war any of our people who vol- 
untarily engage in transactions of 
any character with either of the 
belligerents do so at their own risk 
were based upon the policy and 
purpose of keeping this country out 
of war—keeping it from being 
drawn into war. It certainly was 
not intended to encourage transac- 
tions with the belligerents. 


Uncertainty Hurting Business. 

“Our people might well realize 
that the universal state of business 
uncertainty and suspense on ac- 
count of the war is seriously handi- 
capping business between all coun- 
tries, and that the sooner the war 
is terminated the sooner the resto- 
ration and stabilization of business 
in all parts of the world, which 
is infinitely more important than 
trade with the belligerents, will be 
brought about. 

“This speedy restoration of more 
full and stable conditions and rela- 
tionships among the nations is by 
far the most profitable objective 
for our people to visualize, in con- 
trast with such risky and tempo- 
rary trade as they might maintain 
with belligerent nations. 

“I repeat that our objective is to 
keep this country out of war.” 


Wholesale Prices Down Slightly.

— The 
Bureau of Labor statistics reported 
yesterday a slight recession in 
wholesale commodity prices during 
the week ending Oct. 5. The com- 
posite index for the week stood at 
80.5 per cent of the 1926 average, a 
decrease of 0.6 per cent in compari- 
gon with the week of Sept. 28.

POLL ON NEW DEAL 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Seeks General ‘Yes’ or 
‘No’ Vote on Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Seek- 
ing a general “yes” or “no” stand 
by business on New Deal legisla- 
tion, the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States mailed ballots 
yesterday to its 1,500 member or- 
ganizations, Its questionnaire was 
based on a sharply critical report 
by a committee which recently sur- 
veyed Federal legislative trends. 

A statement by the directors ac- 
companying the referendum said 
that the purpose of the survey 
“was to have consideration of all 
the (Administration) legislation, 
rather than concentration upon par- 
ticular measures, respecting many 
of which the Chamber had given 
specific positions. Thus, while the 
Chamber previously has taken a 
stand on specific laws, this will be 
its first opportunity to go on rec- 
ord for or against theories which 
the report contends are embodied 
generally in legislation enarted at 
the last session of Congress. 

In what was said to be an effort 
toward impartiality, the question- 
naire not only contains the full com- 
mittee report, but prints it on al- 
ternate pages with what are called 
“arguments in the negative” pre- 
pared by the Chamber’s legal staff. 

Questions Put to Members 

The questions, based on the re- 
port, are: 

(1) Should there be extension of 
Federal jurisdiction into matters of 
State and local concern? 

(2) Should the Federal Govern- 
ment at the present time exercise 
Federal spending power without re- 
lation to revenue? 

(3) Should there be Government 
competition with private  enter- 
prise for regulatory or other pur- 
poses? 

(4) Should all grants of authority 
by Congress to the. Executive De- 
partment of the Federal Govern- 
— be within clearly defined lim- 

s? 

The balloting will close Nov. 25. 
Trade associations hold 32.17 per 
cent of the voting strength, and 
local Chambers of Commerce and 


Boards of Trade the rest. 


Committee’s Finding on Trends. 
The recent committee report, af- 
ter listing new laws and discussing 


Federal expenditures, asked the | 
“most thoughtful attention” for 


trends listed as follows: 
“Exercise of the spending pov -¢ 


without regard for revenues, for | 


purposes within the powers of 
neither Federal nor state govern- 
ments, and on a scale that brings 
to every business and to every in- 
dividual the dangers flowing from 
an unbalanced budget. 

“Extension of competition by 
Government enterprise into the 
fields of private endeavor, for the 
purpose of regulating private enter- 
prise, or otherwise. 

“Regulation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of production, industrial 
and agricultural, and local market- 
ing and retailing—with the Federal] 
Government impinging upon the in- 
dividual in his every-day affairs in 
making a living—in planting crops, 
in working at a trade for himself, 
or in working as an employe of 
another.

Arguments of Other Side, 

The “arguments in the negative” 
asserted that much of the legisla- 
tion reviewed “had its origin in 
conditions of emergency or was en- 
acted against a background of an 
emergency.” The chamber’s legal 
staff then devoted nine pages to 
quotations from a study of the de- 
pression by the economic staff of 
the League of Nations. 

They also declared that there is 
‘nothing new” in Federal encroach- 
ment on “matters widely consid- 
ered as belonging to the jurisdic- 
tion of the states.” The legal staff 
also stated that arguments have 
been advanced that modern con- 
ditions required Federal regulation 
of industrial production, and quoted 
from Supreme Court opinions on 
these questions. 


DEPUTIES HELD IN KILLING 
OF WOMAN ADMITTED TO BAIL 


Victim Was Wife of Man on Whom 
Officers Attempted to Serve 
Contempt Citation.

—The seven Union County Deputy 
Sheriffs who took part in the raid 
in which Mrs. Sophie Crempa was 
fatally shot, obtgined their free- 
dom under bail last night a few 
hours after they were arraigned on 
charges of murder. 

Police Recorder William R. 
Buckley held the deputies without 
bail, but County Judge Lloyd 
Th-r-pson, in Westfield, later set 

at $5000 for each. He said the 
fects in the case failed to show 
that “proof is evident of murder or 
that presumption is great.” 

Judge Thompson pointed out that 
Mrs. Crempa was killed in connec- 
tion with an attempt by the depu- 
ties to serve contempt citations on 
her husband, John Crempa, and 
said there was “no evidence before 
the Court to show at this time that 
there was any deliberate attempt 
to murder.” 

The deputies were arraigned be- 
fore Recorder Buckley in the pres- 
ence of Crempa’s daughter, Ka- 
melia, 19 years old; his son, John, 
17; other members of the family 
and numerous angry neighbors.

FFFEGTS ON BODY 


Tells Engineers They May 
Be Building Planes Be- 
yond Physical Powers of 
Man to Use. 


STRAIN ON ORGANS 
IN SUDDEN TURNS 


Maj. D. A. Myers Says 
Senses Are Dulled and 


Co-ordiration Impaired 


by High Altitudes.

The possibility that aeronautic 
engineers are designing airplanes 
for high speeds and — sub-strato- 
sphere flights which men will find 
it impossible to _ use, was dis- 
cussed yesterday by Major David 
A. Myers, flight surgeon of the 
Medical Corps, United States Army 
Air Corps, at the ninth annual con- 


vention of the aeronautical division 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers at Hotel Chase. 

“You and your airplanes,” the 
physician told the engineers, “are 
subjecting the human body to con- 
ditions heretofore deemed impos- 
sible. Unlimited speeds are in the 
offing. Sub-stratosphere flying is 
already here; the stratosphere is 
next. Frankly, we do not know if 
the human body can survive or con- 
tinue to function efficiently under 
such environments. It is impera- 
tive, therefore, that construction 
and aerodynamic projects be co- 
ordinated with medical research. It 
is useless to build ships if we can- 
not use them.” 

He pointed out that the problems 
of speed, centrifugal force, sudden 
accelerations and sudden retarda- 
tions were carefully figured out by | 
engineers in order that the finished | 
aircraft will be capable to with- 
stand all stresses. “Unfortunately,” | 
he observed, “you cannot build) 
human beings to specifications.” | 

“You can design a wing that will | 
not come off or crumple at 600 | 
miles an hour, but we doctors can- | 
not supply a liver that will stay | 
in its proper place and continue to | 
function under the imposed condi-. 
tions. 

Effects of Sudden Turns. 

“Engineers estimate the ultimate 
seed at around 660 miles an hour 
at sea level, and undoubtedly flyers 
can withstand this speed or speeds 
in excess of it. But it is when the 
aircraft makes turns, banks and 
dives that centrifugal and centi1- 
petal force will begin to create 
havoc with the human body. The 
effects of the speed, in itself, muy 
b2 minimized, but the effects of | 
changes of rapid motion will cause 
trouble—how much is-7~ yet un- 
known.” 

He explained that while traveling | 
at a high rate of speed and sud-| 
denly going into a turn, tentrifugil | 
force acts on the aviator to carry 
him in the original direction cf | 
travel. Although his body is firm- 
ly fixed by strapping, he explained, 
everything in the body that is mov- 
able, much of which is fluid and 
semifluid, tends to keep moving in 
the original direction. This, he said, 
actually produces temporary uncon- 
sciousness, or in the parlance of 
aviators, “blacking gut.” 

“Old time pilots adopted various 
means to try to overcome this black- 
ing out,” the speaker continued. 
“Some cried out as loud as they 
could. Some wore tight belts. Some 
filled their lungs and forcibly held 
their breath. No matter what they 
did, they all blacked out.” 

Violent Disturbance. 

It was concluded that blacking 
out was a transient phenomena re- 
sulting from the violent disturbance 
of the blood supply to the brain, 
coupled with unusual movements 
ot the brain itself produced by 
sudden changes of the body posi- 
tion at high speeds, he said. A re-

Increase in the private use of the 
airplane can onty be obtained by 
increasing its utility, its comfort 
and safety, and by decreasing its 
costs, he commented. He said the 
Bureau of Air Commerce was en- 
couraging the development of small 
aircraft, suitable for private use, 
and is considering the important 
problem of getting the plane occu- 
pants to and from the airfields. 


Investigations are being made by 
the bureau into the use of “road- 
able” planes in which occupants 
can ride to and from the airport 
after folding the wings to the side. 
In the matter of cost reduction, the 
bureau tested automobile motors 
with a view to adapting them for 
use on small planes. Two engines 
proved satisfactory, he said. 

Geisse said his “guess” is that 
the present gereraticn will see the 
day when small aircraft will hop 
from building top to building top, 
and others will be driven over 
highways to airfields, which will be 
provided adjacent to the highways 
at main intersections. 


Technical Developments. 


Another paper was given by Dr. 
P. E, Hempke, department of me- 
chanical engineerfng, Case School 
of Applied Science, Cleveland, O., 
on the radical developments in 
aviation. The greater part of the 
paper was concerned with techni- 
cal changes in aerodynamic con- 
struction. 

The possibility of using steam 
power in the larger airplanes was 
discussed by the speaker, who 
stated that since the area exposed 
to wind resistance is smaller in 
percentage in large airplanes, the 
handicap of larger condenser unit 
areas required for the steam power 
plant may be more than offset. 
The autogiro is well out of the lab- 
oratory stage, he said, and perhaps 
is the coming type of airplane for 
the average man who has no un- 
usual skill as a pilot.

Ex-Senator James A. 
logizes Him for Course 
in World War. 


By the Associated Press. 

NnrVADA, Mu., Oct. 11.—Former 
U.iuted States Senator James A. 
Reed, speaking at ceremonies dedi- 
cating a memorial to the late Sen- 
ator William Joel Stone, today euol- 
gized his friend and colleague for 
his sacrifices, courage and 
denial during the World War. 

Reed recalled Stone as “a solitary 


figure, contending against our en- 
trance upon a conflict, the dire re- 
sults of which his great intellect 
saw more clearly than his con- 
ferees.” 

A quotation from Stone's address 
against war before the Senate on 
April 4, 1917, is carved on a tablet 
at the base of the monument. 

“He knew,” Reed said, “that his 
friends would forsake him; that the 
forked tongue of slander would spit 
its poison on his character; that the 
dogs of hate would snarl at his 
heels by day and by night; that 
'perhaps his great name and his 
splendid life work would all be 
shrouded in a veil of popular ig- 
nominy, and that he would go down 
to his death amidst the jeers of 
malice and the sneers of ignorance. 

“All this he knew and felt; all 
this his keen and senistive nature 
suffered; all this he endured be- 
cause his duty to ‘flag and country 
demanded the sacrifice.” 

“Let Truth Be Known.” 

Stone’s stand against war, Reed 
said, made him the target for 
charges “from press and pulpit, 
from street hustings to legislative 
halls, that in the conflict he had 
sided with Germany, that he was 
‘pro-German.’”’ 

Asserting “let the truth at last 
be known,” Reed laid to “high au- 
thorities in the Democratic party 
and to high authorities in the na- 
tion” the blame for failure to vin- 
dicate Stone. 

During the campaign for Wil- 
son’s second election, Reed said, 
it was found that thousands of 
German-Americans did not believe 
the Democratic administration had 
maintained a proper position of 
neutrality. 

Senator Stone, he said, was sent 
with a letter from a “high official,” 
now dead, to confer with leading 
German-Americans and to assure 
them of the writer’s desire for “ab- 
solute neutrality.” 

Stone’s mission “arrested and 
largely stopped” the German-Amer- 
ican exodus from the Democratic 
party, Reed asserted. 

Why Stone Was Silent. 

When the Senator later was 
charged with “pro-Germanism,” 
Reed said these conferences were 
detailed as evidences of “plotting” 
by Stone with German-Americans 
in the interest 
against the interest of the United | 
States. | 
“All this Senator Stone was re- 
quired to endure,” Reed said, “and | 
this is the pity of it all-—-from 
those who sent him there never 
came a voice of vindication, there 
never came a word of assertion to 
the effect, ‘We sent him there and 
upon a purely political mission.’ ” 

Stone himself, Reed said, _re- | 
mained silent because he did not 
desire to embarrass the adminis- | 
tration or militate against its war | 
policies—“the maintained silence 
and endured the scourge.”

proper, and a vast belt of conquered 
colonies, inhabited by a non-Ethi- 
opian population. In these regions 
the central government exists chief- 
ly in the form of atrocities and a 
slavery system. Certain details de- 
‘serve your attention such as emas- 
culation of little children and pris- 
oners of war. Above all, we object 
'to the annihilation of subject peo- 
'ples.. Is it possible the League of 
Nations should condone all that?” | 
. Answering other questions, Aloisi 
said conditions in Ethiopia became 
worse in recent years and that Italy 
had not broken its solemn word 
under the Kellogg pact.

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COUNTRY MODERNIZED 


Opposes Custom of Leiting 
Parents Arrange Marriages, 
Favored by Women. 


Zog, ruler of this tiny Balkan king- 
dom, having defeated the opposition 
in its recent revolt at Fieri, is now 
directing his policy toward contin- 


ued modernization of his country, 
which, it is said, may help to reduce 
the prospects of further revolution- 
ary attempts. 

Addressing the United Youth or- 
ganizations of his country with a 
speech regarded by many as mark- 
ing the beginning of a new era for 
Albania, the King stressed that the 
population, especially the youth, 
must adopt the latest methods of 
modern Europe to reach with giant 
strides the degree of civilization 
prevailing in other countries. 

Referring to some Albanian cus- 
toms the King said that these had 
to be revised as most of them were 
an inheritance of the various occu- 
pations under which this country 
has suffered during the last few 
centuries. It would be doing injus- 
tice to Albanians if outworn tradi- 
tions were to be observed any 
longer, the King asserted. 

Keeping Women in Ignorance. 

At the same time the King point- 
ed out that the populace should not 
fail to develop its own national 
culture. 

“Our real national customs,” the 
King said, “are to be found more 
truly in the villages, whereas in 
the towns there still exist Oriental 
customs, such as covering up the 


kept in ignorance.” 

“We should have not mentioned 
these things,” the King continued, 
“had we not the intention to pro- 
pose in the organization of our 
state such radical changes as will 
fulfill our most urgent needs in 
this direction.” 

The speech of the King is report- 
ed to have made a deep impres- 
sion throughout the country, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that 
among the customs to be revised 
is the one which gives parents the 
right to arrange marriages for their 
. daughters without consulting them 
| .,, beforehand. 

( ae Young Men for Reforms. 

\ The young men of Albania, it 
is stated, are enthusiastically in 
favor of the King’s reforms, but 
among the women there are many 
who declare their dissatisfaction 
with the new freedom promised to 
them. They prefer, they say, to 
have their husbands chosen for 
them instead of having to compete 
for them with others. 

Another opposition to the King’s 
plans may arise from the masses 
of orthodox Moslems—70 per cent 
of the Albanian population adhere 
to the Mohammedan  faith—to 
whom the ancient customs are 
sacrosanct. 

On the other hand, King Zog’s 
five sisters, all of whom are Mos- 
lems, as is the King, have set an 
example of progress by wearing 
European dress. They are also 
great lovers of sports, particularly 
tennis and horseback riding, and 
often can be seen riding through 
the streets of Tirana wearing 
breeches.

The 91 agencies affiliated wit 
“United Charities, Inc, have bee 
forced by lack of funds to withhol 
assistance from 17,000: persons wh 
appealed to them for help durin 
the last two years, Frank C. Ranc 
poard chairman of the Internationa 
Shoe Co., said in a letter sent yes 
terday to prospective contributor 
to the United Charities fund. 

The campaign to raise funds fo 
use of the agencies in 1936 will be 
gin Nov. 11. Its goal has not bee! 
fixed. Charitable organizations o 
the Community Fund, Catholis 
Charities and Jewish Federatior 
will participate. 

“In the past two years,” Rand’ 
letter said, “not ehough money wa: 
raised to meet the bare needs ol 
the work of the agencies, and ne 
repairs were made on any of their 
physical properties. While many 
thousands were cared for by the 
money supplied, approximately 17, 
000 who needed care had to be 
turned away for lack of funds. 

“Shortage of money forced a sub- 
stantial reduction in the number 
of new cases that could be accepted 
by the agencies for care, despite the 
fact that the needs and suffering 
were greater than in previous years. 
These people who so direfully need 
help are our own people, they live 
, among us and must look to our 

agencies for aid, they have no other 
place to go.” 

The letter ended with an appeal 
for generous support of the fund 
raising campaign.

Brasser, 200-pound former 
'CCC worker, told of entering the 
girl's home and waiting for her to 
return from school, Waldron said. 

“She told me it was all off be- 
tween us,” Brasser was quoted as 
saying, “and she didn’t want to see 
me any more.” 

Following finding of the body, 
a search was started for Brasser, 
when friends reported he and the 
girls had been engaged but had 
quarreled. 

Brasser drove up to a gasoline 
‘filling station near Liberty late yes- 
'terday and ordered gasoline. He 
drove off without paying for it, and 
‘the station operator notified police. 
'The arrest followed. 


‘|| Brasser was taken before a Coun- 
i} ty Judge, who sentenced him to 30 


days in jail for larceny and driv- 
ing without a license. It was not 
until they had reached the County 
Jail here that Waldron got word 
that Brasser was wanted in Roches- 
ter. 

Brasser told police he had thought 
of killing himself, but gave up the 
idea. Waldron found two bottles 
of poison in Brasser’s possession.

Naturally there are plenty of 
other things to do with ground meat 
besides a grill. There are stuffed 
rolled meat loaf, lamb patties 
grilled with bananas, breast of veal 
stuffed with sausage dressing, veal 
birds stuffed with ground pork, 
hamburger patties on grilled on- 
ions, etc., but for a really new treat 
try “the recipes given below.

Bacon and Chopped Beef Grill.

Four strips sliced bacon. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One tablespoon salt. 

One tablespoon green pepper. 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

One-fourth can evaporated milk. 

Cut the bacon in fine pieces and 
mix lightly with meat and season- 
ings. Shape into 9 or 10 meat cakes 
and place on broiler set three to 
three and one-half inches under 
the flame. Broil 12 minutes, turn- 
ing only once. During the last six 
or seven minutes add strips of sliced 
bacon to the broiler, allowing two 
strips to each serving. Turn the 
bacon once. Remove meat to hot 
chop plate and add a generous tea- 
spoon of brown sauce. Place two 
strips of crisp bacon on top of each 
beef cake. 

Brown Butter Sauce. 

Let two tablespoons butter bub- 
ble in a small sauce pan until it 
becomes a very light brown. Re- 
move from fire, add one tablespoon 
each of lemon juice and chopped 
parsiey and serve over grilled 
steaks. 

In the center of a chop plate or 
platter arrange pineapple _ slices 
which have been brushed with but- 
ter and browned quickly in the 
broiler or frying pan. Place a thick 
slice of fresh tomato on each pine- 
apple slice and garnish with a 
sprig of parsley. Arrange chopped 
beef cakes and bacon around the 
edge.

Women who have to answer thé 


daily question of what to have for | 


dinner are constantly on a still 
hunt for new food ideas. Here's 
one we'd like to introduce to you as 
a new All-American choice: 
All-American, because it com- 
bines three American favorites, ba- 
con, frankfurters and the increas- 
ingly popular barbecue sauce. All- 
American for another good reason, 
too, and that is its true economy 
and its quick preparation. Thirty 
minutes will completely cover the 
time needed for the preparation. 


Bacon Always Favorite. 

Bacon has always been a break- 
fast favorite and i® now branching 
out into the main meals of ‘he day. 
Fry it or broil it slowly and evenly 
until it is crisp but not dry and 
brittle. This-is the foundation. of 
our dinner. 

The other half of the combina- 
tion is the frankfurter, that popu- 
lar sausage that sounds so foreign 
but is truly American by popular- 
ity. Frankfurters, though bearing 
the name of a German city, 
wouldn’t even be recognized by the 
German citizen as a familiar sau- 
sage. He’d call them wiener wursts 
and tell you they were just one of 
many well-liked sausages. 

America made the frankfurter 
really famous in sandwich stands, 
amusement parks, restaurants and 
households, and calls them every- 
thing from hot dogs, red hots, to 
the more dignified frankfurter. Just 
one sausage plant in New York 
makes something like 150 tons of 
frankfurters a week, and tnat’s lit- 
erally “millions of frankfurters.” 
Their tmanufacturing is 860 con- 
trolled now that the Government 
issues specifications for them. 


Made of All Meat. 

They are made of all meat, a cer- 
tain per cent beef and a certain 
per cent pork, and seasoned with 
an exact weight of spice. The sizes 
differ according to the use to which 
the buyer wishes to put them, long 
and slim or fat and short., 

For the supper dish these popu- 
lar frankfurters are baked in a 
barbecue sauce, another American 
enthusiasm growing up from. the 
rough and ready roasting of huge 
carcasses over open pits of cdals. 
Nowadays we have adapted this 
method to home cooking by roast- 
ing the meat in a similar spicy 
sauce which penetratés into the cut 
and gives it that special barbecue 
flavor. 

The frankfurters roasted in this 
tasty sauce come out tender juicy, 
and a deep, appetizing red and are 
served with the crisply broiled ba- 
con.

CUSTARD PIE ONCE KNOWN 
AS FOOL’ 1S COMING INTO

Custard pies are coming to the 
front again in a number of new ver- 
sions. The soft, or “stirred” cus- 
tard was once known as “fool,” prob- 
ably from the French term “fouler,” 
meaning to stir. The favorite fla- 
'voring then as now was vanilla, 
| with a little nutmeg. 

To prevent the crust from getting 
soggy, bake the pie in a hot oven 
| (450 degrees) for 15 minutes. Re- 
duce the heat and continue baking 
for an additional 25 minutes. If the 
pie is not baked too long the filling 
will be smooth and the crust flaky 
and tender. Scald the milk before 
adding it to the eggs. This makes it 
| set before it has time to soak into 
| the crust. Having the pastry cold 
also helps. 

Custard Pie Filling. 

Plain pastry for one crust. 

Four eggs. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Three cups milk, scalded. . 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

A little nutmeg. 

Roll out pastry and chill for one 
hour. Beat eggs, sugar and salt 
|slightly. Add hot milk gradually, 
stirring until the sugar is dissolved. 
Add flavoring. Set pie pan with 
crust on shelf in the oven and pour 
mixture into it. Bake for 15 min- 
utes in a hot oven (450 degrees), 
then reduce the heat and bake in a 
| slow oven (325 degrees) for 25 min- 
utes. 
| For a variation, cover the custard 
| with sweetened well drained fruit 
‘and top with whipped cream. When 
the crust rises, as it sometimes does, 
| it was probably too thin in spots, or 
,some of the filling may have 
drained through small holes. Dur- 
ing cooking this is transformed to 
| Steam, which blows up the crust.

Fresh Cucumber Pickle 
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CABBAGE PLENTIFUL 
IN MARKETS NOW 


This Excellent ‘Protective’ 
Food Is Served in Every 
European Country. 


All the good and healthful foods 


~geem to be here in abudance this 


year, with cabbage by no means 
trailing. 

Cabbage fits into almost any 
menu. It may be served raw or 
cooked and is one of the finest 
“protective” foods that we know. 
Cabbage is a staple not only in 
America, but in practically every 
country in Europe. Russia cooks 
a cabbage.soup which is delicious 
and cabbage rolls with a meat fill- 
ing are regular occurrences in Rus- 
sian households. Germany and 
Sweden serve a most tasty sweet- 
sour cabbage, using for the most 
part the red cabbage. Slaw, hot or 
cold, is another German dish. 

Chinese Cabbage In Now. 

The Chinese have a cabbage that 
looks like a cross between celery 
and cabbage and is called “pe-tsai.” 
This is very tasty and may be 
cooked or served raw as an appe- 
tizer by slitting the long ribs into 
serving sized pieces. The tender in- 
ner portion of the leafy top may be 
served with a dressing as a salad. 
Chinese cabbage is on the markets 
now. 

The trouble with most cabbage as 
a dish to be served to the family is 
that it is so often overcooked. 
Shredded and cooked for no more 
than 10 minutes in milk with a lit- 
tle thickening of butter and flour, it 
becomes one of the more palatable 
creamed dishes. Cooked this way it 
retains some of its crispness and 
does not appear in its limper guise 
as it does when it has cooked for 
hours, 

Fried cabbage, too, makes a dish 
that does not require long cooking. 
The shredded cabbage is turned 
into a frying pan imto which one 
er two slices of bacon or salt pork 
have been diced. Cook for 10 min- 


Lower the flame, put a cover on the 
cabbage and cook slowly for an ad- 
ditional 10 minutes. Serve hot. 

Chinese Cabbage and Tomatoes. 

Five cups shredded Chinese cab- 
bage, 

One-half cup cooked tomatoes. 

One onion, finely chopped. 

Salt, pepper. 

Cook the cabbage in boiling salt- 
ed water for 10 minutes. Drain and 
add the tomatoes, onion and sea- 
soning. Cook for about 20 minutes 
or until the cabbage is tender. 

Sweet Sour Cabbage. 

Four cups red cabbage, shredded. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One-half tablespoon sugar. 

Two tablespoons vinegar. 

Few grains of cayenne. 

A little nutmeg. 

Cook in boiling salted water the 
cabbage, butter, salt, nutmeg, cay- 
enne and onion until the cabbage 
is tender. Drain and add the vine- 
gar and sugar and cook five min- 
utes more. The vinegar keeps the 
color in the cabbage. 

Cabbage With Caraway Seeds. 

One pound cabbage. 

One-half small onion. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One teaspoon caraway seeds. 

One-half cup water. 

Two tablespoons fat or drippings. 

One-fourth cup vinegar. 

Shred cabbage as for slaw and 
mix thoroughly with the onion 
which has been cut fine, the salt, 
pepper and caraway seeds. Place 
the fat and water in a stew pan 
and add the cabbage. Let it sim- 
mer until the cabbage cooks soft, 
stirring frequently: Add the vine- 
gar just before serving, cook for 
five minutes and serve hot. 

Cabbage Cubes. 

Chop finely three cups of cabbage, 
two green peppers and two small 
pimientos. Dress the vegetables 
with a fourth cup of lemon juice, a 
half cup vinegar, a teaspoon of salt, 
a half cup of sugar and a little 
onion juice. In a cup of cold water 
soak two and a half teaspoons of 
gelatin and add a cup and a half of 
boiling water, When cool, add the 
salad ingredients, mix well and pour 
into trays of automatic refrigera- 
tor, leaving the ice cube molds in. 
When ready to serve, dip the pan 
quickly in hot water, loosen around 
sides with a knife and turn out;

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Winter Root Crop Is 
Extensive This Year

Root Vegetables Which Can Be Stored Con- 


tain Protective Vitamins and Can Be 
Served Variously. 


For winter vegetables we draw 
larvely upon the root crops, not 
only ‘ecause they happen to be for 
the must part such substantial food 
for any time of year, but because 
they can be stored fresh in the fall 
and used as needed later on. So 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture turns attention to the market 
prospects as to root vegetables for 
the coming winter months. 

The term “root vegetables” should 


not be taken too literally. It in- 
cludes potatoes, which, strictly 
speaking, are tubers rather than 


roots; sweet potatoes, carrots, tur- 

nips, parsnips, beets, and salisfy or 

oyster plant, which are true roots; 

and onions, though they are bulbs 

and belong to the lily family. 
Potato Crop Larze. 

There is no question this year 
about the market supply of our 
two great staple vegetables, pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes. The po- 
tato crop this year is a big one. 
The September estimate. put the 
figure at 372 million bushels, which 
is more than the average of recent 
years, though last year’s crop was 
bigger. Of sweet potatoes, always 
a staple in the South and becoming 
more and more popular in the 
North, there are more than in any 
recent year. 

The carrot crop, also bigger this 
year than usual, has increased al- 
most: steadily for 10 years past, un- 
til now the markets take five or 
six times the shipments of earlier 
years. Carrots rank much higher 
as a vegetable than they did when 
the principal way of using them 
was in vegetable soups and meat 
and vegetable stews. Now we use 
carrots in many other ways; raw 
in salads, creamed, baked, mashed, 
as well as steamed or boiled or 
fried in combination with apples, or 
stewed with celery or onions, or in 
souffles and custards. 

Food Value of Carrots. 

This is largely because nutrition- 
ists have spread their knowledge 
of the food value of carrots, and 


j this has been given the vegetable 


a new status in the diet. At the 
same time gardeners, meeting the 
increased demand, have supplied the 
market with tender young carrots, 
which are more succulent and more 
delicate than the mature roots and 
are more attractive for some pur- 
poses. These young carrots are so 
tender they can be cooked in the 
skins, and are at their best when 
served simply with melted butter 
and a little lemon juice. Northern 
markets receive them in winter 
from California, Texas and Ari- 
zona by the hundreds of carloads. 

“Winter carrots,” or stored car- 
rots, the older, often home-grown 
roots, are harvested in the fall for 
storage, and with tops cut off are 
shipped to market in bags to be 
sold to the consumer by the pound. 
These are of course cheaper than 
young carrots shipped with their 
tops on and so handled that they 
are fresh when they reach the con- 
sumer, for when you buy carrots 
with tops, the tops should be fresh. 

There is no point, however, in 
buying the tender young carrots 
for stews or for mashing or grat- 
ing, or to cut in sticks as a relish. 
For these purposes the older car- 
rots, without tops and — cheaper, 
serve just as well. 

Source of Vitamin A. 

The carrot is important in the 
diet because it is a rich source of 
vitamin A. Its yellow color is due 
to a substance chemists call caro- 
tene, and in recent years they 
have discovered that carotene be- 


comes vitamin A, either in the 
vegetable or in the animal body 
that consumes it. This vitamin 


stimulates growth in children and 
is necessary for general well-being 
at all ages. Particularly it helps 
the human body to resist infections 
of eyes, sinuses and glands of the 
mouth and throat. The _ yellow- 
fleshed vegetables such as carrots, 
sweet potatoes, yellow turnips, yel- 
low squash contain it, and so do 
the green leafy ones. 

Carrots have other vitamin val- 
ues, and good mineral values, and 
as some of these are easily lost in 
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cooking and serving any vegetable 
the fact that carrots used raw are 
attractive makes them additionally 
valuable to the family menu plan- 
ner. 

For this same reason, turnips 
also are more valuable than some 
vegetables that are always cooked. 
Raw turnips, either cut in sticks 
to be served celery-fashion, or 
diced for a salad, are an excellent 
source of vitamin C, and yellow 
turnips furnish also vitamin A. 
Turnips, too, are plentiful this 
year. 

Parsnips, which are related to 
carrots botanically, are by no 
means so much in demand as a 
market vegetable, and their food 
value is much less. But they are 
widely grown in home gardens and 
they can be stored easily. Favorite 
ways of cooking parsnips are to 
parboil, scrape off the skin, slice 
lengthwise and bake; or dip the 
pieces in flour and fry them; or 
mash and make into cakes for fry- 
ing; or scallop in milk. 

Beets in Great Demand. 

Beets are in greater demand than 
parsnips, and northern markets get 
their winter supplies of young 
beets chiefly from Texas. Baby 
beets, boiled and buttered, are a 
delicacy, and sweet-sour beets, so 
different in flavor and color from 
other vegetables, add variety to the 
vegetable plate at any time of year. 
The food value of beets is not 
great, however. One thing to re 
member in cooking beets is that 
they “bleed” when the skinis brok- 
en. Therefore the tops should not 
be cut too close, and the beets 
should be boiled in their skins. 
They may be peeled and diced and 
baked in a covered baking dish— 
but here the closed dish takes the 
place of the skin. 

Salsify, or oyster plant, or vege- 
table oyster, as you choose, is bet- 
ter known as a home garden vege- 
table than as a market crop, but 
it is a root that can be stored like 
other root crops, or even left in 
the ground over the winter. It is 
a useful addition to the winter 
vegetable list because it is so dif- 
ferent in flavor. Also, it is an ex- 
cellent source of iron, richer than 
any other root vegetable in this 
important mineral. Salsify is us- 
ually cooked in small pieces, and 
either creamed, buttered or mashed 
and baked. Or it may be mashed 
and mixed with mashed potatoes 
and made into small cakes and 
fried. 

Of the onion crop in this coun- 
try, a very large part is used “ra- 
ther as a seasoner than as an edi- 
ble,” as one old-time writer puts it.

loads, and nobody knows how many 
truck loads were shipped to city 
markets last year, besides the enor- 
mous quantities grown in home 
gardens for home use.

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ARGUMENTS MADE 
IN 3.2 BEER LAW SUIT 


Tavern Owner Seeking to En- 
join Officials From En- 
forcing Ordinance. 


Arguments were made today be- 
fore Circuit Judge Max G. Baron in 
the suit filed by Oscar Horn Jr., a 
3.2 beer tavern owner, seeking to 
enjoin the Chief of Police, the Ex- 
cise Commissioner and the License 
Collector from enforcing the city’s 
new 3.2 beer law. 

The new law was passed on Sept. 
27 by the Board of Aldermen and 
approved by Mayor Dickmann on 
Oct. 3, after a previous 3.2 beer 
law had been held unconstitutional 
by Circuit Judge O'Malley because 
it delegated too much authority to 
the Excise Commissioner. Argu- 
ments today were made by Verne 
R. C. Lacy, attorney for Horn, and 


_ Associate City Counselor Oliver J. 


Senti. 

Lacy declared the section of the 
law which gives the city the right 
to charge $62.50 for a 3.2 beer li- 
cense violated the State beer law 
which permits a municipality to 
charge one and one-half times the 
State license, which is $25. Senti 
later answered this objection by 
saying that the city was exercising 
its double function as a city and 
county. 

Lacy further asserted that the 
section which prohibits a tavern 
owner from hiring any one under 
21 years cld o work in his place 
as an entertainer violated the 
State child labor law, which restricts 
employment only to children under 
16. 

He contended «he section which 
prohibited a brewery from furnish- 
ing equipment to a tavern owner 
violated the Federal] and State con- 
stitutions on the impairment of 
contracts and that the _ section 
which prohibits anyone “from pos- 
sessing” 3.2 beer unless it has been 
acquired from an authorized dealer 
within the city violated the Inter- 
tate Commerce Act. 

Senti made the general statement 
that the. plaintiff had not shown 


any instance in which he had suf- 
. fered under the law and that 


the 
time to determine the validity of 
the sections of the law was when 
someone had been directly  in- 
jured by them. He said that the 
objection to the section on brew- 
eries furnishing equipment to 
tavern owners was immaterial since 
he had never heard of a contract 
covering the giving of equipment. 

Judge Baron allowed Lacy until 
next Tuesday to file his brief. Senti 
filed his brief at the conclusion of 
the arguments. 

Another suit attacking the legal- 
ity of the 3.2 beer ordinance was 
filed in Circuit Court today by Oral 
Watts, proprietor of a tavern at 
2300 South Eighteenth street, act- 
ing for the Non-Intoxicating Beer 
Retailers Association. 

The suit, brought under the 
declaratory judgment act passed by 
the last State Legislature, alleged 
the ordinance was unconstitutional 
in its terms and exceeded the au- 
thority granted to the Board of Al- 
dermen by the City Charter, and 
,asked to have Watts’ rights under 
it determined by the court. 


PROPOSAL TO RAISE $300,000 
FOR E. ST. LOUIS BUS SYSTEM 


Head of Company Says Funds 
Would Be Available After 
Permit Is Granted. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 11.— 
William C. Meyers, president of the 
new Citizens’ Coach Co., seeking to 
operate a bus transportation sys- 
tem in East St. Louis in place of 
the present system of busses and 
street cars, testified before the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission yester- 
day that he could raise $300,000 for 
the new system, but acknowledged 
the money would be available only 
after his company obtained permis- 
sion to operate from the commis- 
sion. | 

Meyers and his associates, it de- 
veloped, had a_ tentative contract 
with Dwight H. Holmes of Chicago 
to furnish capital for the purchase 
of busses*’ Meyers estimated the 
cost of the vehicles at $300,000 to 
$350,000. 

Under cross-examination by City 
Attorney Dan McGlynn of East St. 
Louis, Meyers estimated annual rev- 
enue at $500,000 to $550,000, with a 
net income of about $75,000. 

The witness said his company 
was willing to take over operation 
of street cars and busses until the 
new busses were available, which 
he said would be within six to eight 
weeks. 

Holmes said the offer of capital 
was contingent on the granting of 
State and city permits and definite 
steps toward eliminating jitneys. 
He advocated elimination of regular 
jitney routes or establishment of a 
minimum fare of 25 cents. 

Charles E. Herman of East St. 
Louis said he had obtained $100,000 
in stock subscriptions there.

O'MALLEY OPPOSES ACTION 
BY POLICYHOLDERS IN SUIT 


Files Answer to Plea For Interven- 
tion in Fire Insurance Com- 
promise. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 11.—Op- 
position to the intervention of a 
group of policyholders in the fire 
insurance rate litigation was filed 
today in the State Supreme Court 
by counsel for R. Emmett O’Mal- 
ley, State Superintendent of In- 
surance, and attorney for the in- 
surance companies. 

R. M. Sheppard, Kansas City at- 
torpey representing about 12 policy- 
holders, earlier this week present- 
ed a motion to enter the case to op- 
pose the proposed settlement in the 
162-3 per cent rate case. In re- 
plying to Sheppard’s petition to in- 
tervene, the insurance companies, 
represented by R. J. Folonie of 
Chicago, asserted the petition “does 
not contain any facts which war- 
rant or justify the allowance of 
intervention by the petitioners.” 

Under the compromise settlement, 
20 per cent of the impounded funds 
would be returned to the policyhold- 
ers, 50 per cent would be paid the 
insurance companies and _ their 
agents, and 30 per cent would go 
to the trustees in the case. Shep- 
pard asserted the compromise 
agreement is “in derogation of the 
rights of the policyholders” and is 
“entirely antagonistic to their in- 
terest and rights.” John T. Barker 
and Floyd Jacobs, Kansas City, and 
Glen Weatherby, Jefferson City, 
special counsel for the Insurance 
Department, asserted “this inter- 
vention should not be granted, be- 
cause no possible good could be 
done,” and that intervention would 
prolong the litigation.

40 BRITISH WARSHIPS, TROOPS 
IN SHOWING AT ALEXANDRIA 


Egyptians Join Britons Emphasiz- 
ing Preparedness Steps at En- 
trance of Suez Canal, 

By the Associated Press. 

ALEXANDIA, Egypt, Oct. 11. — 
With some 40 British warships 
standing by in the harbor, British 
and Egyptian soldiers and sailors 
paraded in the streets today, em- 
phasizing the preparedness steps 
taken at this control point of the 
Suez Canal. 

Upwards of 3000 soldiers and sail- 
ors, recruited from warships re- 
cently sent here for defense of 
Egypt and the canal, marched be- 
fore 70,000 spectators—the largest 
crowd the city has ever known, 
residents said. 

The parade was _ reviewed by 
British High-Commissioner Lamp- 
son, Premier Tewfik Pasha Nessim 
and scores of high British naval of- 
ficers and Egyptian authorities. 

As the columns of British sail- 
ors, marines, soldiers and a long 
detachment of Egyptian infantry 
passed, the crowd cheered lustily. 

It was the first appearance of 
the Egyptian troops with British 
forces.

Carrol Shriver, manager of the

A Socialistic View of Tariffs. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Post-Dispatch cartoon of Oct. 1, 
entitled “What Comes of Living Be- 
hind a Wall,” presents the idea that 
tariff walls are the cause of crop destruc- 
The cartoon also implies that tar- 
iffs are the major cause of commodity 
destruction of all sorts; in short, that 
tariff barriers are the major cause of the 
world depression. 
I know it is a general delusion of 
economists that tariffs have something 
to do with depressions. 
connection is the economists never quite 
establish; and in fact, they seem about 
equally divided on the question whether 
high tariffs or middling tariffs or just 
no tariffs at all are the big trouble. 
The truth of the matter is that tariffs 
have nothing to do with the standards 
of living of the “underlying population” 
phrase)—of any country, 
economists professional er amateur to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
The theory of free traders is that for- 
eign markets are necessary to dispose of 
surplus goods, which are exchanged for 
the surplus commodities of other coun- 
But there is no surplus in rela- 
tion to the actual needs of the population 
of any country. In this nation, right now, 
millions need shoes, clothing, automobiles, 
housing, food—there is an infinite mar- 
ket for any so-called 
- abolition of tariffs by all foreign coun- 
tries would not provide any greater out- 
let for this “surplus” than we already 
have. So, the abolition of tariffs by 
other countries would mean nothing. 
Furthermore, the abolition of our own 
tariffs would not help world trade, either. 
After all, people cannot buy goods with- 
out money, and it makes no difference 
at all what kind of goods they cannot buy 
—who cares whether he 
American or European breakfast food, if 
he must go without either? Most of the 
commodities—not all, 
American consumers need can be pro- 
duced competitively in America; but what 
difference does it make? 
society, need for goods is futile unless 
it is backed by cash. 
The private control of the means of 
production is such an effective trade 
barrier and means of sabotage that a 
tariff is a mere piker in comparison. But 
—remove the private ownership of the 
materials and tools with which goods 
are produced; balance exactly the wages 
paid labor with the cost of the goods 
labor must buy, and presto!—instantly it 
becomes possible to run factories and 
farms at full speed without destroying 
anything. 
The balance between production and 
consumption so achieved makes it im- 
mediately possible to have a regular and 
flow of goods into human 
hands. Only when this balance has been 
struck is it possible to produce at full 
capacity with all factories and farms, 
to increase the capacity of those fac- 
tories and farms without artificial limit 
of any sort, and to raise steadily the 
standards of living of workers and con- 
In a society in which private 
ownership of this sort has been abol- 
ished, the question of free trade vs. pro- 
tection becomes a dead issue, for the 
world has been recognized to be an eco- 
nomic unit, a sort of world-factory,. in 
which barriers to trade are absurd. 
But all this involves, of course, the 
abolition of production for profit; profits 
are used to increase the debt structure 
of the industrial system and to central- 
ize in fewer and fewer hands the con- 
trol of the wealth-productive agencies. 
And the only way to abolish produc- 
tion for profit is through the disposses- 
sion of private ownership of factories, 
farms and all means of 
production or natural resources.

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THOSE TENNESSEE PAPERS. 
The RFC is taken severely to task by a Memphis 
publisher, James Hammond, who characterizes its 
action as “a threat of Fascism in the control of the 
American press.” 
The RFC, it seems, had in its portfolio bonds in 
the amount of $200,000 of the Tennessee Publishing 
Co. The company operated in receivership two Nash- 
ville newspapers formerly owned by Luke Lea. Pur- 
chase of the bonds meant control of the two news- 
papers. There were several bidders, among them 
Mr. Hammond. The bonds were sold to Paul Davis, 
a Nashville banker, brother of Norman H. Davis, 
American “Ambassador-at-large.” His bid, according 
to an RFC official, was considered the best. 
The RFC explains it came into possession of the 
bonds as collateral for a loan to a New Orleans 
bank. Mr. Hammond says the RFC “bought the 
bonds on Sept. 20 and persistently denied it until Oct. 
8.” That is a question of veracity about which, mani- 
festly, no opinion may be ventured. 
But the “threat of Fascism in the control of the 
American press,” which Mr. Hammond complains of, 
quite eludes us. We take it that Mr. Hammond is 
charging the Government, through RFC, with getting 
into the newspaper bysiness. What actually happen- 
ed, it seems to us, is that, in selling the publishing 
company’s bonds to Banker Davis, the RFC was 
taking the Government out of the newspaper busi- 
ness, and handing the glory and the grief to a banker. 
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AUTO FATALITIES INCREASE. 
The Census Bureau announces figures of dire sig- 
nificance to every family in the United States—fig- 
ures showing an increase in motor fatalities for the 
year ending Sept. 28. In 86 large cities, the statistics 
show, motor deaths in the period just closed totaled 
8888, as compared with 8785 in the preceding year, 
If the proportion of increase is uniform over the en- 
tire country, this will mean that about 400 more 
victims will be claimed than last year, when the 
total was 36,000. The import of these figures is 
brought home by comparison with the total of 18,394 
fatalities for 1923. Thus in 12 years the annual mor- 
tality has almost doubled! 
There is one assuring factor in the state of affairs. 
Public concern over the motor slaughter is at a high 
pitch. In virtually every city and in most states, 
traffic safety campaigns are being carried on. De- 
mands are widely heard that drastic penalties be 
meted out to reckless drivers. Efforts at control by 
means of drivers’ license laws are spreading. Penn- 
sylvania’s recent experience shows what enforcement 
of these laws may mean. In the safety campaign 
there, more than 7300 licenses of drivers proved 
reckless have been revoked. Figures for the period 
immediately following show a decrease of 6.5 per 
cent in motor deaths and 5.5 per cent in injuries. 
The lesson for St. Louis, whose new drivers’ license 
ordinance takes effect in a few weeks, is plain. Rigid 
enforcement of such a law is imperative if it is to 
bring results. When the right to drive is a privilege 
granted only to careful motorists, the authorities 
have a means of controlling the reckless minority. 
The threat of revoking licenses will be a powerful 
deterrent to wild drivers if it is made plain that it 
will be carried out. 
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FOREIGN QUARRELS IN AMERICA. 

In the melting pot that is America, it is inevitable 
that sympathies should be aroused by events abroad. 
Sympathies are not to be deprecated, of course, but 
when they result in physical clashes, it is time to 
sound a warning. Several instances of violence al- 
ready have occurred over the country as an out- 
growth of the Italo-Ethiopian conflict, particularly in 
New York City, where 1200 extra police recently were 
called out for duty in the Harlem sector as the re- 
sult of fights and minor riots there over the war 
issue. 

Both sides commit a grave error when they permit 
the fact of their racial heritage and their natural 
Sympathies to provoke them to violence. Nothing is 
settled by fisticuffs, boycotts and disturbances, 
Neither cause is advanced, but both groups are pub- 
licly discredited. 

The Italians are our largest foreign-born group, 
numbering 1,790,429 in the 1930 census. Including 
those with at least one Italian-born parent, the total 
is 4,546,877. There are about 12,000,000 Negroes in 
the United States. Both groups have contributed 
notably to our country’s development. The actions 
of the Italian dictator certainly should not be held 
against the Italian people, whether abroad or here,

BLUNDERS OF RRA, 
There are possibilities of vast benefits to the coun- 
try in the work of reconstruction assigned to the 
Rural Resettlement Administration. The public wel- 
fare would be advanced and the agricultural] problem 
relieved could its announced plans for adjusting the 
population to the soil on a scientific basis be car- 
ried out on a sufficiently large scale. However, the 
usefulness of the RRA as an agency of reconstruc- 
tion will be destroyed if practices now disclosed are 
permitted to continue, 
The most disgruntled critic of the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration could scarcely have uttered a more &e- 
vere indictment of its activities than the reasons 
given by its director, Dr. Carl C, Taylor, for aban- 
donment of certain projects. They have been given 
up, he says, because: 

Some were set up on land that isn’t good 
enough; some were set up with farms too small 
to support the families working them. Some of 
them were set up with what might be termed 
subnormal housing. Still others were set up to 
accommodate clients we do not consider eligible 


—persons without previous farming experience, 
and others too old and decrepit. 


If such obvious drawbacks as these could not be 
detected in advance, then the RRA is indeed a use- 
less body. It is precisely such handicaps, supposedly 
the product of unscientific and haphazard farming, 
that it was established te correct, The country had 
hoped for better things from this promising under- 
taking. 
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EXPOSING A BON VIVANT. 
Most of us have felt at times that the world had 
been a better place if Epicurus had never been initi- 
ated into the original Greek letter fraternity. The 
chap has been a bad, certainly a mischievous, influ- 
ence. Was there ever a campus that didn’t have its 
Epicurean cult? And what was the group’s philoso- 
phy? It can be put in a phrase: The time to sow 
wild oats is now. It was rigorously adhered to, too. 
It seems we have had the old fellow wrong. Far 
from being a wastrel, he would be rated today, if liv- 
ing, a pillar of the church. To that “sweet wine” of 
Attica, which Aelius Lammius never could forget, 
Epicurus always turned down his glass. His wild- 
est dissipation was bread and water. So says that 
tireless delver, Ripley. But occasionally, it seems, 
the ancient kill-joy kicked over the traces. In our 
letter column appeared a witness with the docu- 
mentary evidence to show that occasionally, in a ea- 
rousing mood, Epicurus would nibble at a bit of 
cheese. Even granting that indulgence, it is per- 
missible to crown him a temperate citizen—and, 
while about it, to crown him hard. 
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BYWAYS ARE HAPPY WAYS. 
Highways no longer are the whole show in &t. 
Louis County motoring. Byways are coming into 
their own, and properly so. It is natural that there 
should have been an emphasis of interest on the 
broad concrete pavements, with their trim shoulders, 
deep ditches and heavy culverts, as the county got 
away from the era of rocky, rutted and congested 
roads. These modern thoroughfares are fine for 
the motorist intent on getting some place, but they 
are essentially utilitarian; théy have no lure for 
vagrant wanderings. 
The byways are different, and, since the county 
has been improving them lately, they are more in- 
viting than ever. On these back roads, hillocks and 
curves—anathema to the concrete engineers—remain 
to delight the eye, and beckon the rover onward, 
while the valleys and the ridges alike say “Stop!” to

Work-Relief Promise and 


Reality 


Surveying pledges for work-relief program and results to date, writer finds wide 
discrepancies; number of jobs provided is far behind schedule; slum clearance, 
grade-crossing removal, rural housing and electrification have lagged; many small 
makeshift jobs approved; “only the barest outline of the original plan remains.” 


WASHINGTON. 
HE difficulty of making good a 9-month- 
Tou promise is plaguing President Roose- 
velt. 

Nine months ago, the President, in a mes- 
sage to Congress, decreed that “the Federal 
Government must and shall quit this busi- 
ness of relief,” and that “work must be 
found for able-bodied but destitute workers.” 

He estimated that 3,500,000 employable 
persons were on relief. In the fiscal year 
that started last July 1, this great army 
was to be given jobs, he told Congress. 
To that end, the history-making appropria- 
tion of $4,880,000,000 was voted. 

The President said members of his ad- 
ministration had spent months in devising 
plans, He presented a comprehensive list 
of “practical principles” on which the work 
program would be based. 

Today, nine months later, a stock-taking 
reveals that the program has strayed far 
from its original course. The President 
himself concedes that it “has moved more 
slowly than I hoped.” A comparison of his 
January plans and his October accomplish- 
ments is illuminating. 

» 7 * 

As a cardinal item, the President declared 
in January that “all work should be useful 
... in the sense that it affords permanent 
improvement in living conditions or , . 
creates future new wealth for the nation.” 

Most of the four-billion fund has now 
been allocated, although fewer than a mil- 
lion persons have received jobs. (Most of 
the employment so far has come through 
expansion of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps.) Projects actually supplying em- 
ployment have been largely provided by the 
Works Progress Administration, a glorified 
CWA. Most of the projects started have 
been of the makeshift sort that can be 
completed in a few weeks—street repair, 
sidewalk installation, painting of public 
buildings and landscaping of parks. 

Only 500 men have gone to work on non- 
Federal heavy construction projects of a 
lasting nature. Fewer than 50,000 are on 
Federal projects such as river and harbor 
improvement and dam construction. 

“Preference should be given to those pro- 
jects which will be self-liquidating ... that 
the Government will get its money back 
at some future time,” the President ruled. 
What has happened? This type of pro- 
ject was delegated to the Public Works Ad- 
ministration and $900,000,000 was to be avail- 
able. Today that sum has dwindled to $326,- 
000,000 and has been allotted mostly on a 
direct-grant basis. Only a few million dol- 
lars will return to the Treasury. Rather than 
being preferred, the self-liquidating project 
has been discriminated against. 

The President said that “the projects un- 
dertaken would seek to assure 4 in during 
the coming fiscal year.” The ‘fiscal year 
began July 1. Three months have passed 
without any notable reduction in the relief 
load. Works Progress Administrator Hop- 
kins hopes to have. 3,500,000 employed by 
Nov. 1, but that entails the hiring of about 
85,000 persons a day, a herculean task. 
Some informed officials say it will require 
another three months to reach the employ- 
ment goal. Others say the peak will not be

“Compensation on public projects should 
be in the form of security payments which 
should be larger than the amount now 
received as relief dole, but not so large 
as to encourage the rejection of private 
employment,” the President said of wages. 

Schedules were worked out fixing dif- 
ferent wage rates in different areas, and a 
maximum of 30 hours’ labor a week was 
established. Ten days ago, state WPA ad- 
ministrators were instructed to reduce the 
hours and raise the wage rates to compare 
with prevailing private scales. 

“Effort should be made to locate pro- 
jects where they will serve the greatest un- 
employment needs. ... and the broad pro- 
gram of the National Resources Board 
should be freely used for guidance,” said the 
President last January, 

The Resources Board’s program has fig- 
ured little in the selection of projects. The 
WPA has centered its employment attack 
on New York City, the largest relief area, 
but has permitted such centers as Cleveland, 
Chicago, Toledo, Detroit and Los Angeles 
to stagger along with less than a 2 per cent 
reduction in the numbers on the dole. 

“The work itself will cover a wide field,” 
promised the President, “including clearance 
of slums.” Allotted $246,000,000 at the start, 
the slum-clearance program has been re- 
duced to $100,000,000, covering projects on 
37 sites that hardly scratch the surface in 


the needs of large centers. 
' & * « 


There was to be “rural housing,” the 
President said. So far, there has been none, 
although the Resettlement Administration 
has been in operation since June with a 
potential appropriation of $135,000,000. 

“Rural electrification” was to have $100,- 
000,000, the outline showed. Today, this new 
branch of the New Deal is not sure of any 
money unless Jesse Jones’ RFC finds a way 
to provide it. 

Grade crossings were to be eliminated. 
Along with highway construction, this pro- 
gram was to total $800,000,000. Work has 
been started on less than half a dozen elim- 
ination projects and on less than $17,000,000 
worth of roads. 

“Soil erosion and. reclamation of land” 
were advanced as a big field for employ- 
ment. Practically all that has been done 
so far has been accomplished by the CCC. 

Many reasons have been given for the 
deviation of the work program from its 
prospectus. The delay in getting started 
is laid at the door of the three administra- 
tors, Mr. Ickes, Mr. Hopkins and Frank 
Walker, whose personal opinions on work 
relief differed so widely that they were un- 
able to agree on a unified policy. 

Glaring examples of cross-purposes oc- 
curred, in which one branch of the three- 
headed authority tried to undermine the 
other two. Finally, months after the pro- 
gram was to have been under way, the Presi- 
dent dissolved the authority and gave Mr. 
Hopkins full rein over the spending of three- 
quarters of the four-billion fund.

OW long would Italy have to hold Ethi- 

opia as a colony before she could begin 
to earn a profit on the cost of gaining pos 
session by conquest?

Ethiopia could not be subdued completely 
without an expenditure of a billion dollars, 
which would entail an interest bill of well 
on to $50,000,000 yearly, a sum five times the 
value of the total foreign trade of the coun- 
try. Hundreds of millions of capital would 
be needed for development purposes. Italy 
lacks the wherewithal and could not borrow 
abroad unless. at high rates. 

One-third of Ethiopia is desert and most 
of the other two-thirds is extremely high 
land, broken by deep canyons and populated 
by fighting tribes. No considerable num 
ber of Italian settlers could be induced (to 
settle there of their own free will. Germany 
had vast areas of good land in Africa, and 
after spending fortunes on improvements, 
she had only 30,006 German citizens resident 
there when she lost her colonies. 

Whatever happens in Ethiopia, Mussolinl 
will lose his gamble. He cannot secure 
during the course of his lifetime a return to 
Italy at all commensurate with her sacri 
fices of blood and money, and he will be 
fortunate if his mad venture does not end 
his political career and terminate Fascist 
rule.

Their Role Is Explained by Visiting Social Worker

EAN BEGG, national general 
J secretary of the Young Women's 
’ Christian Association, of India, 
Burma, and Ceylon, looed at a 
young girl seated at a nearby lunch- 
eon table and remarked, with a 
sigh, “If I were only“young again 
and could wear one of those hats 
that give you a surprised look.” It 
was her way of referring to the 
off-the-face millinery mode of the 
season. And in almost the same 
breath, she told about a suc- 
cessful shampoo sne had given her- 
self with a bar of tar soap. 
Responsibility has not dimmed 
Jean Begg’s infectious laugh or 
sapped her energy. At 47, she is 
full of youthful enthusiasm for ev- 
erything and everybody. Bearing 
the imposing title of national gen- 
eral secretary of the Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association of India, 
Burma and Ceylon, she superin- 
tends the activities of the 127 
branches of that organization in 
those three countries. Now she is 


on a year’s leave of absence and 
study-tour of the globe in connec- 
tion with the commission entrusted 
to her to formulate a scheme of 
training for social workers for In- 
dia. 

In St. Louis to observe the activ- 
ities of the local branch of the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion, Jean Begg ordered a generous 
luncheon of baked chicken and ham 
on toast, accompanied by candied 
sweet potatoes and spiced crabap- 
ples, confessed that she “loved to 
eat,” and then launched into an en- 
thusiastic. discussion of Indian 
women and their problems. 

“It is marvelous to be in India 
today,” she began, with gestures. 
“It is wonderful to watch a subject 
race struggle through to independ- 
ence, but most fascinating of all is 
the part Indian women are play- 


forms. 

“Family and caste restrictions, 
until lately all powerful in the life 
of the indtvidual, and especially in 
the lives of Indian women, have in 
recent times had to yield to de- 
mands for personal freedom and 
self-expression. This new influence 
has come in like a flood-tide with 
overwhelming force. The Young 
Women’s Christian Association is 
peculiarly fitted to appreciate the 
character of the new movement and 
to seize opportunities to work with 
the women of all communities to 
solve the countless and bewildering 
difficulties arising from the unac- 
customed liberty that has come to 
them.” 

Miss Begg emphasizes the fact 
that it is a presumption to attempt 
to “work for” Indian women; their 
education and intelligence are such 
that any activity must be in the na- 
ture of working along with them in 
their attacks on social problems. 
With mounting enthusiasm, Jean 
Begg described the first All-India 
Women’s Congress at Madras in 
1931. All deregates, except five, 
were in native dress and bursting 
with pride over their first confer-

Dry heat converts 
starch into a soluble form, ulti-

bread. 

Moist heat causes starch grains to 
Swell, and, if continued, to rupture 
their envelopes. The starch is then 
|said to be gelatinized. 

The gelatinization point of pota- 
| toes is a temperature of 149 degrees 
| Fahrenheit, of wheat 176 degrees 
|Fahrenheit and of oats 185 de- 
grees. 
| The principal effect of cooking on 
_protein food is coagulation. The 
'most familiar instance of this is the 
| change that occurs to the white of 
-egg when cooked. The change is an 
‘improvement from the standpoint 
‘of nutrition because as has often 
| been proved, raw white of egg is 
| the most difficult thing in the world 
to digest, while cooked egg white 
jis easily digested. Boiled milk is 
|easier digested than raw milk. 
| Fats are not changed ehemically 
by cooking. The only exception is 
| that at very high temperatures they 
|may be partially decomposed into 
|\fatty acids. 

The only. bad thing cooking does 
|to food from the standpoint of nu- 
tritution is that it destroys some 
of the vitamins.
